Jhrald, who wetit to tho lnduitrlal B siiibltton
at Havre, has wiitleu mi iri'erostiiijr sketch of
tome of the tillages ou tb coait of Normandy
and their inhabitant", from which wc make ih!
following extracts:

"It la something to c ca ic Iron tho roaring
and swaggering prospeiity of Havre, acro the
sparkling Uay 01 the jjulne,' to Iloufleur, which
long bko wpui to sleep. It 18 crowned and

by beautiful bills and ant-too-t wood: U
1b full of rotten, heavy browned bousss, amid
which, spnr-elj- r scattered, are imperiiiifincos o
modern brick woik; It looks placidly over tho
rlier to tho chalky ranges and the spreading
city on the opposite Ride; and a few lntertor
Testis crerp, now and then, in and out of tho
three narrow baius timber ships chiefly with
a lew miscellaneous cargoes. Nothing increases
bcre; tho end ol tho ton meets jou every-
where; outride, on the Bunds, are rickety sheds,
where Joint-stoc- k laundry Is carried on, not bv
thedrutKbters of Nauicaa, and they thump the
linen' into shreds with Hails, the taMilou whereof

Is a thousand years old; inside, the beadle, con-
trary to Catholic custom, keeps the keys of the
church, lest he should lose flvepence a davj but,
clear ot the lading town, miles upon miles of
rich and joyous landscape expaud, freoh and
tempting.

The modern settlement of bathers, while en-
croaching: on their old industry, has added
another to it, and the poor men and women find
a little employment during the prohibited
months (roia. the visitors. So again with Trou-vtil- e,

where, however, the fishery class holds Its
own with even greater teuacity.

"Decidedly, the fishermen have had a hard
battle to fight; but then it Is equally a rule
among bathers at fashionable watering places
to be lond of fish, bo that the boats have not
been driven away, to any serious extent, by the
bathing machines. But it is at Fecamp that a
true Norman fishery population is found. Tnis
town is in a solid state of progress. It is of
antique tame onco derived irom its religious
houses, but at present fiom its tishlng industry
and the manufactures in connection with it. It
is not very clean; Its running waters are black
ened Dv the retuse or lactones aua tounariej;
but it contains a race of men who anuually start
in great notuias ior me Danics ot New-
foundland to hook 'the stupid cod;' they
are admirable mariners, and by no means
averse to new methods when once brought
to understand them; in fact, a large proportion
of the new suggestions illustrated at the Exhibi

tion are of Fecamp origin. The town Is uninter-
esting from all other points of view, but it
seethes with industry. Immense quantities of
herrings are cured here, and cured to perfection,

jtfturdy fellows they look, these Fecamp marl-ner- s,

swinging along tho beach, pipo in mouth,
no tneir red or Diue cap ana costume or indescri
bable rag, or making way tor those thickly-buil- t,

broad-beamed- , short-heele- d vessels deep
bottomed, stumpy-maste- and not over-weighte- d

with sail which carry them on to the great
cod-ban- towards the other side of the world.

"Of course, the inhabitants of the
rising towns are, by decrees, expelling the
fishery class. Havre, which boasts about the
Emperor speaking of its new Town Hall as a
'Littto Louvre,1 cannot spare its waste spaces.
Etretat will speedily be required bysketchers
and ramblers; Yillevllle, where 'introductions
are. not required on the sands during the
season,' Is &wlttly eating np the fisherman's
traditions; and Trouvllle Is abandoning Itself to
costly facades and exorbitant hotels. Eveu little
Bolbeca is growing vain of Us scenery, though
it is a hard-worki- town, and has little to do
with the water. Upon the whole, while nothing
can well bo more pleasant than this coast, it

Dr. Alfred Booth, In his reminiscences of

Fpringtieid, gives tnls racy accouut of a rare
nian of muscle in the last century.

He would lift
a cartloud of hay. by getting his shoulders under
the axle in a stooping posture, aud throw tn
empty cart over with one hand, by taking hold
of the end of the axletree. When loading grain
in a cait. he would take a bat? by the teeth, and
with a swing and the aid of a push from the
knee, throw it into tne cart, tie naa aouoie
teeth in front, and would hold a tenpenny nail
h thm and break H off with his fineors.
